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PREFACE. 


It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  persons  who  are  most  interested  in  a  Singing  Book,  seldom  pay  much  attention  to  what  may  be  said  by 
way  of  preface,  and  an  announcement  that  "  Selections  are  made  from  Haydn,  Mozart,  Mendelssohn,"  &c,  passes  for  much  less  than 
its  real  worth.  Nevertheless,  a  work  of  this  kind,  which  should  not  draw  largely  from  those  living  and  almost  inexhaustible  fountains 
of  harmony, — the  music  of  the  ancient,  as  well  as  more  modern  masters, — would,  at  the  present  day,  meet  with  but  slight  encourage- 
ment as  a  tune  book  for  the  Sanctuary. 

While  endeavoring  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  music-loving  people,  whose  characteristic  is  so  notably  progressive,  and  whose  appreciative 
ability  is  from  year  to  year  so  signally  increasing,  the  editors  would  not  fail  to  make  ample  selections  from  those  great  compositions, 
which  are  daily  becoming  more  thoroughly  understood  by  the  American  people  ;  and  they  have  also  availed  themselves  of  rich  contribu- 
tions from  some  of  our  best  American  composers. 

In  the  Elementary  Department,  care  has  been  taken  to  symplify,  as  well  as  to  render  attractive,  leaving  a  great  part  of  what  has  gener- 
ally been  treated  upon  in  detail,  but  which  the  pupil  only  glances  at  with  dislike,  to  be  introduced  by  the  teachers, — each  idea  in  its 
appropriate  place ;  which,  owing  to  the  influences  of  Conventions,  Institutes,  &c,  they  are  rapidly  acquiring  an  ability  to  do,  and  to 
whom  such  suggestions  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  as  seemed  appropriate.  A  few  excellent  voluntaries  are  introduced  for  the 
convenience  of  organists,  which,  perhaps,  will  be  considered  a  new  feature  in  a  Singing  Book. 

Finally,  as  a  book  containing  a  system  of  teaching,  in  many  respects  novel  and  attractive  to  pupils,  with  extensive  and  well  selected 
vocal  exercises  ;  a  great  variety  of  Tunes,  Set-pieces,  Sentences,  Voluntaries  and  "Chants  ;  of  Anthems  for  all  public  occasions,  not  too 
elaborate,  yet  harmonized  with  due  reference  to  true  musical  effect, — devotional,  and  adapted  to  the  wants  of  all  denominations, — the 
Romberg  Collection  is  offered  to  the  public,  in  the  pleasing  hope  that  it  may  meet  with  favor  commensurate  with  its  merits,  and  the  care 
and  attention  with  which  it  has  been  compiled.

§  5.  The  pitch  of  tones  is  represented  upon  the  Staff,  which  consists  of 
five  parallel  lines,  which,  as  also  the  spaces  between  them,  are  called 
degrees. 

Explain  from  the  board  the  manner  of  reckoning  the  degrees, — the  use 
of  ledger  lines,  &.c.  It  may  be  well,  also,  to  write  the  scale,  commencing 
on  the  first  line,  which  will  naturally  suggest  the  following  propositions  : — 

^  6.  The  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet  are  used  in  naming  the  degrees 
of  the  staff ;  by  these  letters  the  abstract  pitch  of  tones  is  determined. 


Questions  in  regard  to  the  proper  place  of  writing  the  Jirst  letter,  (A)  &,c. 
The  beginner  would  be  likely  to  answer  as  follows  : — A  being  the  first 
letter,  should  be  written  upon  the  jirst  line.

§  7.  The  arrangement  of  letters  upon  the  staff  is  determined  by  a  letter 
or  character  called  a  clef,  of  which  there  are  two  used  in  this  book,  viz., 
the  G  clef,       formerly  written  thus,  gs,  and  the  F  clef  Z|):.

Feeling  confident  that  the  teachers  into  whose  hands  this  book  may  find 
its  way,  are  qualified  to  give  proper  directions  in  the  pronunciation  of  the 
syllables  and  the  enunciation  of  the  vowels,  the  usual  directions  given  upon 
those  points  are  omitted. 

.§11.  The  difference  of  pitch,  or  distance  between  two  tones,  is  called 
an  interval. 

§  12.  Intervals  have  a  numerical  value,  graduated  by  the  distance  apart 
of  tones,  by  which  they  are  bounded,  e.  g  ,  from  one  to  seven  is  an  interval ; 
from  three  to  eight  is  an  interval ;  consequently,  there  are  different  inter- 
vals, and  they  may  be  named  as  follows,  to  wit :  — 

The  interval  from  1  to  2  is  a  Second. 

"  "  "  1  to  3  is  a  Third. 

**  -  "  1  to  4  is  a  Fourth. 

"  '«  "  2  to  3  is  a  Second. 

"  "  2  to  4  is  a  Third. 

"  "  "  2  to  5  is  a  Fourth. 

"  "  "  3  to  4  is  a  Second. 

"  "  "  3  to  6  is  a  Fourth. 

"  "  "  3  to  7  is  a  Fifth. 

"  "  "  4  to  5  is  a  Second. 

"  "  "  1  to  7  is  a  Seventh. 

"  "  "  1  to  8  is  an  Eighth,  or  octave. 

After  determining  the  names  of  the  intervals,  the  scale  should  be  sung 


with  more  particular  attention  to  intonation,  when  the  pupils  will  notice, 
if  careful  and  observing,  a  difference  in  the  seconds, — that  some  are  lirge, 
and  others  comparatively  small.  This  will  of  course  create  a  difference  in 
the  thirds,  fourths,  &c. 

§  13.  As  the  scale  is  composed  of  eight  tones,  there  must  necessarily  be 
seven  seconds.  Of  these,  five  are  large,  and  are  called  major  seconds;  the 
remaining  two  are  small,  and  are  called  minor  seconds. 

§  14.  The  minor  seconds  occur  between  3  and  4  and  7  and  8,  or  their 
corresponding  letters,  E  and  F  and  B  and  C,  or  the  syllables  Mi  and  Fa 
and  Si  and  Do. 

The  remaining  seconds  being  major,  the  pupils  are  now  prepared  to 
answer  questions  suggested  by  the  preceding  sections. 

Let  the  teacher  bear  in  mind  the  importance  of  requiring  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  particular  order  of  seconds,  as  it  will  greatly  facilitate 
transposition. 

§  15.  A  third,  consisting  of  two  major  seconds,  as  from  C  to  E.  is  a  ma- 
jor third.  A  third,  consisting  of  one  major  and  one  minor  second,  as  from 
D  to  F  or  A  to  C,  is  a  minor  third. 

[The  more  particular  consideration  of  the  subject  of  intervals  is  not 
deemed  necessary  in  this  work. 

<§>  16.  As  tones  differ  in  regard  to  length  or  duration,  there  must  be  a 
corresponding  difference  in  the  notes  by  which  they  are  represented. 
Hence  we  have  the  following  variety  of  notes,  and  the  relative  duration  of 
each  is  indicated  by  its  name,  to  wit,

§  17.  Music  is  divided  into  equal  parts,  called  Measures,  which  are 
separated  from  each  other  by  lines  across  the  staff  called  Bars.  Measures 
are  subdivided  into  equal  parts,  and  derive  their  name  from  the  number 
of  those  parts,  e.g.: — A  measure  divided  into  two  parts  is  called  double 
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measure ;  three  parts,  triple  measure  ;  four  parts,  quadruple  measure  ;  six 
parts,  sextuple  measure. 

§  18.  The  kind  of  measure  in  which  a  piece  of  music  is  written,  is  indi- 
cated at  the  beginning,  by  figures  in  the  form  of  a  fraction, — the  upper  fig- 
ure shows  the  number  of  parts  into  which  the  measure  is  divided,  and  the 
lower  figure  shows  what  kind  of  note  will  fill  each  part  of  the  measure. 

§  19.  For  the  sake  of  convenience,  figures  are  used  to  designate  the 
kind  of  notes,  as  well  as  the  kind  of  measure  ;  and  for  this  purpose 
A  whole  note  is  indicated  by  the  figure  1

See  the  following  exerciser  for  further  explanation.  The  matter  relative 
to  beating  time  is  left  wholly  to  the  teacher,  with  the  remark,  that  while  it 
is  desirable,  or  rather  necessary,  that  pupils  should  learn  to  beat  or  describe 
all  kinds  of  measure  correctly,  care  should  be  taken  lest  a  habit  of  beating 
be  contracted  to  such  an  extent,  that  they  would  find  a  great  difficulty  in 
attempting  to  sing  without  beating,  even  before  an  audience.

$)  24.  The  amount  of  time  given  to  notes  is  not  positive  but  relative, 
e.  g.,  exercise  No.  3  and  4  may  be  sung  precisely  alike,  notwithstanding 
the  difference  of  notation. 

§  25.  If  one  tone  be  represented  on  each  part  of  the  measure,  the 
measure  is  said  to  be  in  its  primitive  form.  —Exercise  3  and  4. 

§  26.  If  several  parts  of  a  measure  are  represented  by  one  note,  or  its 
equivalent  rest,  it  is  said  to  be  a  derived  form.    Ex.  5  and  6.

§27.  If  two  notes  of  equal  denomination  represent  one,  or  each  part  of 
a  measure,  it  is  said  to  be  the  double  form  ;  if  three  notes,  the  triple  form  ;

CHROMATICS. 


§  32.  Between  the  tones  of  the  Scale  which  form  the  interval  of  a  major 
second,  an  intermediate  tone  may  he  introduced.  This  is  sometimes 
called  a  chromatic  tone, (by  reason  of  its  having  formerly  been  written  with 
colored  ink.)  Intermediate  tones  may  therefore  occur  between  1  and  2,  2 
and  3,  4  and  5,  5  and  6,  6  and  7. 

§  33.  The  minor  second  is  an  indivisible  interval. 

§34.    Accordingly  there  are  12  tones,  which  with  the  first  one  repeat- 


ed, form  a  new  scale  of  13  tones,  which  is  called  the  Chromatic  Scale,  and 
from  which  the  eight-tone  scale,  to  distinguish  it,  is  called  the  Diatonic 
Scale. 

§  36.  Instead  of  forming  an  additional  number  of  degrees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  representing  the  intermediate  tones,  it  is  customary  to  represent 
them  on  the  same  degrees  on  which  the  diatonic  tones  are  represented,  by 
prefixing  to  the  letters  or  numerals  a  qualifying  sign,  called  a  Sharp  (ss),  or 
a  Flat  (b),  e.  g.

Note  to  the  Teacher. — As  the  letters  never  change,  those  on  which 
Chromatic  tones  are  represented  in  the  key  of  C,  will  be  diatonic  in  other 
keys,  e.  g.,  and  C#  in  the  key  of  C,  are  Chromatics*;  but  in  the  key  of 
D  become  3  and  7  of  the  Diatonic  scale.  At  the  same  time  #1  and  #4 
are  Chromatic  tones  in  all  keys.  Jt  may  be  said,  once  for  all,  that  the 
common  mode  of  expression  is  deemed  satisfactory,  and  when  F#  or 
C#  are  called  tones,  it  is  meant  the  tones  that  are  represented  on  those  let- 
ters. Hence  it  may  be  well,  when  using  letters,  to  call  them  intermediate 
tones.  To  illustrate  further  :  [Suppose  the  pupil  has  gone  through  with 
the  transposition  of  the  scale.]

The  manner  of  reading  the  letters,  numerals,  and  syllables  of  the  Chro- 
matic Scale  is  left  for  the  teacher's  direction,  who  will  bear  in  mind  that 
the  syllables  used  are  Italian,  and  should  be  pronounced  accordingly,  e.  g., 
a  like  ah,  i  like  e  in  me,  e  like  a  in  fate. 

It  is  by  no  means  certain,  that  because  your  pupils  have  called  #4  Ft, 
they  have  given  it  the  exact  tone  belonging  to  #4  ;  and  so  of  the  rest. 
IV^uch  careful  practice  is  necessary  to  give  them  correct  intonation  ;  and 
for  such  practice,  a  Piano  Forte  or  iEolian  is  very  desirable.

§41.  Besides  the  Diatonic  and  Chromatic  Scales  already  introduced,  there  is  another  scale  called  the  Minor  Scale.  Hence  there  are  three 
scales,  viz.,  the  Major,  Chromatic,  and  Minor.    There  are  but  three  scales,  although  they  may  be  written  in  various  keys. 

§  42.  The  Minor  Scale  consists  of  eight  tones,  commencing  with  the  sixth  of  the  Major  Scale.    Its  order  of  succession  is  as  follows,  to  wit : — 

MINOR  SCALE.  The  interval  formed  by  the  introduction  of  G#,  is  called  an  augmented, 

or  sharp  second.

§  43.  The  Minor  Scale  in  the  key  of  A,  is  called  the  relative  of  the 
Major  Scale  in  C,  because,  the  letters  and  syllables  correspond.

When  a  note  embraces  two  parts  of  a  measure,  the  first  unaccented  and 
the  second  accented,  it  is  said  to  be  syncopated,  e.  g.

It  is  sometimes  necessary  that  a  piece  of  music  be  written  in  some  other 
key  than  C,  or  its  relative  minor  A,  either  higher  or  lower.  And  as  every 
piece  of  music  is  founded  on  the  scale,  it  follows  that  the  scale  must  be 
written  or  keyed  on  some  other  letter.  Now  as  the  pitch  of  each  letter  is 
unalterably  fixed,  and  the  seconds  of  the  scale  are  not  alike,  it  will  be  readi- 
ly seen  that  if  we  move  the  scale  to  any  other  letter  than  C,  we  shall  dis- 
arrange the  order  of  seconds,  and  as  this  order  of  seconds  is  as  unalterably 
fixed  as  the  pitch  of  the  letters,  we  must  use  some  of  the  chromatic  or 
intermediate  tones,  in  the  place  of  the  diatonic,  e.  g.

Andantino — quicker  than  Andante. 

Animaio,  or  con  Anima — with  animation. 

A  tempo — in  time. 

Baritone — a  voice  whose  register  is  between  the  base 
Brilliante — sparkling,  glittering.  [and  tenor. 

Brio — life,  vivacity  ;  e.  g.  Con  Brio,  with  animation. 
Bis. — denotes  a  repetition  of  a  passage  in  music. 
Calando — a  diminution  of  time  and  sound. 
Cantabile — a  term  applied  to  such  movements  as  require 

an  elegant,  graceful  style  of  performance. 
Con  Spirito — with  spirit. 

Chorals — old  melodies  in  notes  chiefly  of  equal  length. 
Chromatic — a  term  given  to  accidental  semitones. 
Coda — the  close  of  a  composition,  or  an  additional  close. 
Contralto — the  lowest  female  voice. 
Crescendo,  or  Cres.,  or  with  an  increasing  volume 

of  sound. 

Da  Capo,  or  D.  C. — close  with  the  first  strain. 

Da!  Segno — from  the  sign,  $. 

Diatonic — through  the  tones,  or  from  tone  to  tone.
